Store and shop windows may 
re­ 
main lighted when the establishments 
are open, and are required to be dark 
on “lightless nights’’ only if the pla 
cgs are closed. 
The order applies to 
eastern states 
and 
Michigan 
and 
Ohio. 
In Michigan and Ohio, 
and 
any 
other states where the 
federal 
fuel 
administration so directs, the use of 
such light must be absolutely discon­ 
tinued on Mondays and Tuesdays. 
Over the rest of the country State 
Fuel Administrators are given 
full 
discretion to enforce or extend such 
restrictions as are provided in the 
present regulations.
